|Vreeki||l« Csugbt Fire and Some 
.•f tfere ITafortunHtM Wcm Bilrned 
to D^Hth-Mst of Dead 
aud Injured. 



Xen!a, O., July 26.— An almost un 
ezampled wreck ocrurred at 10:30 p 
m. at Trebein atation, three miles 
_l^m here, wlun train No. 2, tho 
Pennsylvania limited from St. Louia 
to New York, was met by a wild coal 
car at the foot of a heavy grade. The 
number of dead and injured was not 
easily ascertained, lierause the wrerk- 
age took Are and all but the two Pull 
Ban cars In the rear was burned. The 
train waa behind, and was running at 
the rate of 70 miles an hour to make 
tip loat time Resides the postal and 
express cars, it consisted of a day 
coach and several sleepers. 

In some manner a car loaded with 
coal had become unloosened from its 
couplings and 8tarte<l down a thret 
mile grade, gaining velocity as it 
went. At the bottom of the grade it 
crashed Into the caglna of - the passes 
ger train. 

Thpre was no warning. .Ttist the 
crash, then the consequences. Of the 
coal car, there is scarcely to be found 
a trace, so completely was it splinter- 
ed. The passengt r entrine is a mass 
of ruins, while the postal iind < xpress 
cars were piled on top of it in a prom- 
iscuous heap. Almost simultaneous 
with the first crash the gas tanks un- 
der the cars exploded and set fire to 
the ruins. 

Instantly cries could be heard from 
the mass of wrecKase. Passengers 
yfho had themselves suffered injuries 
forgot their pain in witnessing the suf- 
ferinj;R of the women and tho men 
who were slowly burning to death, 
but whom, on account of their own in- 
juries, they were unable to rescue. 

An engine from Xenia was hurried 
to the sctne, and twr) I'ullnuins that 
remninid sately on the track was 
baiil< ii to a place of safety. ser\iiiK 
. for the time being as a refu|{« for the 
less seriously wounded.

The injured: Joseph Converse, 
ap:ed 27, Elmira, N. Y.. scalp wound, 
not serious: Hessie Donovan, 18. Ir- 
win, Pa., cut about head, not serious; 
William O. Forsyth, Indianapolis, mail 
clerk, dangerously hurt; W. A. Olf- 
ford, Woodstock, mall clerk, cut about 
head and arms, daii^> rously hurt; 
James McFadden, Indianapolis, noso 
fractured, not seriously hurt, had a 
ticket for Ireland: Mollie Collins, 
Louisville, cut head, not serious. 

The story of a woman and child 
having been burned to death is not 
confirmed and discredited. Ten or \2 
people who are not included In the 
above were injured, but .none serious- 
ly. 

To Clarence Kinoaid, treasurer of 
the Colonial Distilling company of 
Trebein is due deserved credit for his 
great presence of mind in averting 
another terrible collision. lie was 
the first person on the scene and an 
eye witness to the catastrophe. Tak- 
ing io the situation at a glance, be 
knew that a fast freight was about 
due. He notified the operator at 
Xenia of the collision and asked if 
there was not some way to intercept 
the freight Word came back that it 
waa too late. The freight waa rap> 
Idly nearly in the wreck. Klncald 
called to George Barr, Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton railroad agent, 
wbwe track is parallel to Uke bis 
lantern and flag the train which could 
be heard approaching, in the distance. 
Barr ran several aauares down the 
track and aiopped ibo Inooming 
frleffht. 

Klncald, In the meantime, secured 
assisunce from employes of his dis- 
tillery, shut down the plant and put 

the force to work rescuing the Injur- 
ed. One man was heard in the day 
oeaeh y«lliBff. plUbly, "Help, mother, 
oh. mother." His crle^ faded ,a(| the 
names in the coach burned away and 
the terror-fitrickt n siieitators were 
powerless to render assistance owing 
to the intense heat. 

Two tramps were in the front end 
uf the blind baggage, riding directly 
behind the eoal tender. When cho 
crash came they were hurled Into the 
air and leU on the road 20 feet away. 



One frave his name as John Progers, 
and said he was from Indianapolis.' 
His face was scrached. Neither were 
Injured. They offered their services 
as rescuers and were acepted by the 
railroad mnipany to assist cleaning 
away the wreck. A boy named Brown 
who llYea at Trebein, carried float to. 
the victims and sprinkled it on their 
bums to allay the pain. 

.\ Rtory was nirrenl that the coal 
car had run from Xenia to Trebeins 
down grade in charge of a brakeman 
who could not set the brake. The 
brake refused to work. An enpine 
ehased after it. When fl.e brakeman 
saw he could not cbeck the car he 
jiimiied.

tllscussM Conifltions In South, Po> 
Iltlcnl and Industrial. 

.\ew York, .luly L'C- -Former Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Hoke Smltb, of 
Georgia, who is in this city, in discus- 
sing conditions In the southern states, 
Is quoted as saying: "The question of 
principle with rf;;ard to the pdlitical 
attitude of the south is not whether 
U will adhere t5 the Democratic 
party, but what part it will take in 
the Democratic national vonventlon. 
Will it stand liv tt..' il. i.artiire of 18!tC 
at Chicago, whch was reiterated at 
Kansas City in 1900, or will it go back 
to the Democracy of Jefferson and 
Jackson, of Seymour and Tllden? It 
seems ainio.st InipossibU' for « astern 
business men and every eastern Dem- 
ocrat to unib rstand the situation in 
the south. Of first imporUnce with 
us is local government. Our suffer- 
ings from lSt;s to isso taught lesscjiis 
which will malu' it itniiossible tor 
many years to Cdtnc for the white 
vote to divide. It is not so much a 
matter of race prejudice, It is a mat- 
ter of protecting our state, county and 
municipal government from iKnoranct 
and incompetence. The Iar;:e major- 
ity of the white voters of the south 
are really conservative, but their fear 
of bad local government causes them 
frequently to make no fight on a na- 
tional (luestion. le.st it niif;ht jeopard- 
ize that which with them is good lo- 
cal government. The Democrats ol 
the east may confidently rely upon 
coi dial co-operatiob In 1904 from those 
of the south. 

• The south has made wonderful 
progress in the last few years. Man- 
ufactories of every sort are being 
erected. I do not regard the struggle 
for supremacy in the manufacture ol 
int cotton to be betsvt-tn New Eng- 
land and the south.

JUDGE JACKSON CHANGES HIS MIND.

Ii.ilianapoMs, Ji;ly 2<!.— W. B. Wil- 
son, sirrt r.ry and treas'.inr of the 
United .Mine Workers, received a com- 
munication from his attorney at Park- 
eraburg. W. Va., saying that the war 
rant for bts arrest on a <!harge of vii;- 
lating an iiijuiict icri. issued by Judge 
Jackson, had been rescinded. 

The warrant was issued after Judge 
Jackson had permanently enjoined 
"Mother" Jones and other organizers 
from trying to get the miners to quit 
woik. and giving some of the organiz- 
ers jail sentenets. It was expected 
that the warrant lor Wilson would be 
served at once. 

Wilson understands that the chnr;;^ 
against him was drojiped lucause ( f 
fear that it would create a preattr 
furor than the men who brought the 
suit desire at this time, but Wilson 
also believes that he was <ntirely 
within the law at b;s ciinLs at 
Clarksburg and Fairnn iit. win ri' it 
was charged that he made the in- 
flammatory speeches viclating the in- 
junction. 

Fatal Fire at Albany. 

Albany, N. Y., July M.^MHie fireman 
dead, one in th< ht '^t ital. believed to 
be dying and a nui:ilj< r seriously In- 
jured in additicn to a nu.:i»tary loss 
variously estimated at from toOO.uio 
to $750,000 is the result of a fire 
which broke out In the heart of the 
business district. The dead man is 
I>. K. Hishii|i, an auxiliary nn mlinr ol 
the Insurance patrol ami iTomin* nt 
In the city's social and financial cir- 
cles. James J. Shelly, a fellow-mem- 
ber of the patrol was dug out of a 
mass of wreckage terribly burned and 
with both hips dislocated, both legs 
bntken. t:ne arm shatttreil and severe 
internal Injuries. He will probably 
die. Another fireman who Is serious- 
ly injuied is Frank U. W«;herwax, s i- 
perlntendent cf the insurance part<d, 
■who is suffering from concussion d 
the spine and Internal injuries. The 
fire started on the top floor of the 
p\iblic market b';il('i!ig on Beaver 
street and spread rapidly to the Co- 
lumbia hoii^'l and the £lks' clubhouse 
which adjoin it.

Mucb bas been said 
ot the beuetit arising to the workingmen 
from the estalilisliinent of the Carnegie 
works to survive and tl mrish, but there 
are M^me people wtio iiave not forgotten 
the 1 lomev»t-Bii i*tr;ke, nor the outrage- 
ous nianner ui winch the workingmen 
w-re treated at that time l)y employers 
whose brutality lias seldom been ex- 
ceeded in the history of labor agitation.

Hamphreys implicated Ellsworth Har- 
rison, another young negro, in the at- 
tempted aaaaalt, bat Harrison ean prove 
be was in a atora at ToUasboro at the 
time. 

When Mr. N. Gollenstein reached the 
scene Friday morning with Mason 
County's bloodhounds, the dogs foilowed 
a trail from the hoiise where Miss Ham- 
ricJ( was atucked to the home of a ne- 
gro named Wintara. The family would 
allow no one to antar and drofa tha dogs 
away. 

Winters furnished proof that be was 
out of town wlien the assault was at- 
tempted, but later in the day it was 
laamadthat Humphreys had been seen 
to leave the Winter's bouse. He could 
not be found, and Mr. Gollenstein, wbo 
bad returned home, was again asked 
over the 'phone to bring the bounds out. 
After the dogs bad taken the trail, one of 
the Morton family was seen to approach 
the town in a great hurry, and at once 
atarted back. Ha was ovarhaoled and 
the officers then proceeded to hia home, 
surrounded the house and on searching 
it Humphreys was found.
